SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Stories of Love is a pocket-sized paperback collection of short stories by Anai's Nin. 
Sexual themes are explored in plots which involve characters engaging in, describing, 
and fantasising about sexual activity. Frank, descriptive language is used. An age 
restriction on the publication is necessary due to its sexual content. There are standing 
decisions by the Indecent Publications Tribunal relating to the two books from which the 
stories which comprise Stories of Love have been taken, and these books are available 
to readers of 16 years and over. Flowever, Stories of Love is a pocket-sized paperback 
which is intended to be given away with an edition of a women’s magazine, and this 
has the potential to greatly increase the stories’ availability. The manner in which 
awakening female sexuality is dealt with in the book has the potential to unduly 
influence younger teenage readers who are in the process of learning about sexual 
boundaries and sexual responsibility. In particular, the story entitled Mallorca, which 
suggests that female resistance to sexual advances is merely a conventional response 
which must be overcome in order for desire and passion to flourish, might be expected 
to impact unduly on impressionable readers. There would be likely to be injury to the 
public good unless the availability of the publication were restricted to an adult 
audience. Accordingly, the Classification Office classifies Stories of Love as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
